‘ro THE SELECTMEN OF EPPING: 

The undersigned, a committee, elected at a meeting of the lega! 
voters of the town, on the 7th day of November. 1882, to purchase 
a lot and erect a school building thereon, submit this report of 
their work. At the same meeting in which the committee were 
chosen, the sum of five thousand dollars was voted to be expended 
in securing a suitable lot and the erection of a school edifice. 
‘This committee, together with the trustees of the fund left by the 
late Daniel W. Ladd, were to constitute a joint committee, in the 
selection of the site for the proposed Academy, the size and style of 
the same, and also the arrangement and furnishing of the rooms, 
it was also voted at the same meeting that the building committee 
be authorized to execute in the name of the town, to the trustees 
of the Ladd fund, a free lease of the building and lot for a period 
of ten years. The committee acting in accordanee with the voters 
of the town, first met the trustees of the Ladd fund, to decide upon 
a location of the building, complying as nearly as possible with 
the expressed wish and directions of Mr. Ladd in his will. After 
careful examination, it was the unanimous expression of the 
trustees and committee, that the site on which the Watson Aead- 
emy now stands, was the most eligible and convenient, and fully 
satisfied the requirements of the will. 
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One acre of land was secured by warranty deed to the town, 
ten rods deep, with sixteen rods frontage, thus securing ample 
room for the building, with open space enough in front and on 
either side, for future improvement and ornamentation. It was 
deemed advisable to employ an architect, in order to secure a 
structure firm and convenient for a school, and at the same time 
presenting architectural proportions, that would beagreeable from 
whatever point the building might be seen. ‘The services of Mr. 
Charles E. Joy, a faithful and well-known architect of Dover, 
were secured, and he was directed to make a plan and prepare 
specifications. His plan and specifications were presented to the 
trustees of the Ladd fund, and received their approval. ‘The foun- 
dation of the building was put in, in part by contract, and every 
effort was made to obtain solidity and firmness in every part. 
The plan and specifications were examined by many well-known 
builders, and the committee received proposals from parties in 
Lawrence, Mass., Amesbury, Mass., South Berwick, Me., and 
Dover. The contract was awarded to Messrs. Beede & Shaw of 
Dover, who completed the building, according to the terms of the 
contract, and to the entire satisfaction of the committee. On 
Monday the 17th day of September, 1883, the lease was given of 
the building and lot, by the committee of the town, to the trustees 
of the Watson Academy.

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The close of the school year calls for another report of the con- 
dition, progress and faults of our schools for the year past. No 
epidemics have occurred to interrupt their continuanee, as in 
some former years. From an examination of the several registers 
2. More constant attendanee of pupils is observed, than in some 
years past. This is especially marked in the Grammar School of 
District No. 1, where previously absenteeism has been the great- 
est hindrance to the expected progress of the school. 

Reasonable progress has been made in all our schoois, while in 
some a vood degree of proficiency has been attained in studies pur- 
sued, as shown in final examinations. Yet they do not reach that 
degree of excellence we would like, and which could be approxi- 
mated the better, were political influences, sectional rivalries and 
jealousies, and partisan feeling less rife. This is ail wrong and 
ought to be overcome for the good of our schools. 

The establishment of Watson Academy during the past year 
has marked an era in the educational interests of our town, worthy 
the commendation and just pride of all citizens. 

The building pleasantly located, with rooms commodious and 
inviting, is admirably adapted to the purposes for which it was 
constructed. With Watson-Academy in session, we bespeak for 
our town increased general intelligence, improved morals, en- 
haneed valuation of property. Results rich in themselves and 
wisely proving the utility of the investment on the part of the 
town. 

We would again urge upon the residents of District No. 1 the 
immediate necessity of building a new school-house. The old 
houses need extensive repairs. ‘The southerly one. from its pres- 
ent condition and surroundings, is entirely unfit for school pur- 
poses. Some parents did not allow their children to attend school 
the last term, unwilling to risk their health in a place so cold and 
comfortiess. All children, required by law to attend school, are 
entitled to suitable places for such attendance without exposure 
of health; and to deprive them of such rights and privileges is an 
injustice not to be tolerated. The Grammar and Primary Schools 
could be maintained at less expense in one schocl-house than in 
two, could such a building be provided. The northerly house is 
favorably located and could have a story added, or lengthened 
sufficiently to preeure two school rooms. 

The teachers deserve a word of commendation. All have been 
painstaking. conscientious and measurably efficient in the dis- 
charge of duty. Some have better natural qualifications for their 
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position than others, and introduce methods to awaken and _ hold 
the interest of their pupils. One with moulding-board, sand and 
twine, giving actual form and place to continents, mountains, 
rivers, etc., in her geography classes, thereby creating an intense 
interest in the study. ‘There are some excellent teachers in town, 
whose services should be secured for another year. The registers 
were well kept, properly filled out, and returned in good season. 

I would call the attention of all teachers to the following amend- 
ment to the law relating to text-books, which passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, and which takes effect March 1, 1884. 
The amendment provides that in addition to the studies previously 
named in the law, ‘*‘ Teachers shall be examined in physiology 
and hygiene, with special reference to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks and nareoties upon the human system. The School Com- 
mittee may prescribe suitable rules and regulations, provided that 
physiology and hygiene, including special reference to the effects 
of aleoholie stimulants and narcotics upon the human system, 
shall be prescribed in ali schools sufficiently advanced.” 

To meet this requirement, I would advise on the part of the 
teachers, a careful perusal of Brand’s ‘* Lessons on the Human 
Body,” an elementary treatise upon physiology, hygiene, and the 
effects of stimulants and narcoties on the human system.
